MR. M‘LACHLAN’S PICTURES, 

A number of characteristic examples of the 
art of Mr. Norman French McLachlan are on 
exhibition in two oomfortable rooms at 
518 Dawson street, Dublin.

RATHMINES CHILDREN’S JUBILEE 
SERVICE.

On Sunday last the “ Children's Special Ser- 
vices” held at the Grosvenor Hall, Rathmines, 
completed their fiftieth year, The jubilee ser- 
vice held te commemorate the Occasion was at- 
tended by many elder friends, who in past years 
had Santas as boys and girls.

Mr. O'Loughlin seconded. 
The High Sheriff moved as an amendment 
that the Public Health Committee be instructed 
to close the baths, pending a scheme for their 
more economic work He said that he had 
been shameful extravagance in earr en E them 
on. The rates next year would be 
in the £, and they could not afford a Age of 
£50 a week to goon, With regard to the wash- 
houses, they were meant for poor people, but 
they were used by professional washerwomen as 


Sa means of gaining a livelihood. 


Sir A. Beattie mentioned that the baths could. 
be covered in winter time and used for the 
purpose of dances. 

Mr. Stritch seconded the High Sheriff, and 
said that an effort might be made to run the 
bathe on business lines. 

Mr. Raul opposed the amendment of the High 
Sheriff. If they closed for the winter they would 
save nothing. People needed a wash-house, and 
he chrann g that the matter be postponed until 
a eoncrete scheme was brought forward for the 
working of the beths. 

Mrs. Sheehy-Skeffington, in reference to the 
remark about dancing, said that she el like 
to remind Sir Andrew Beattie that dances in 
this country were illegal assemblies. 

Alderman O’Brien said that he was of opinion 
that the baths should be kept open. 

Mre. Wyse Power said thet baths everywhere 
were dosing concerns, even in the rich cities of 
England. The present loss had come about since 
the Iveagh baths were put into opposition. 

Mr. Farren said that he would agree to the 
closing if a bathroom was provided in connec- 
tion with every workingman’s dwelling. 

The amendment was lost. 

Mr. P. T. Daly moved e further amendment, 
that the baths and wash-houses be continued as 
formerly. He thought that the Public Health 
Oommittee might consider the advisability of 
having public baths and wash-houses in other 
districts of the city.

The tenant stated in each case 
that the alternative accommodation offered was 
simply ridicilous. The Meeting was of the 
opinion that this fault in the present law would 
have to be remedied as speedily as AEA ia and 
it wae decided to represent to the nest 
of the Central Executive the vital importance eve 
this alteration being made in the law.

The prospect of: a lower Bank rate in 
the near future will be welcomed by every 
Irish man of affaiys. In London banking 
circles yesterday the belief prevailed that 
the rate would be reduced to. six per cent. 
within the next fortnight, and, if this 
change be made, the Irish Bank rate will 
fall as a matter of course. Economists

of money has kept business-men from the 
development of new ground in industry 
and commerce. Promising schemes have 
been abandoned or postponed, and 
country's economic progress has been 
arrested. Investors who put money in 
capital issues are forced to sell, if ‘they 
can sell at all, at a heavy loss, and gloom 
has settled down over the communities of 
business and finance. A fall in the Bank 
rate will tend at once to release capital 
and to strike the fetters from the feet of 
trade. It cannot affect our foreign ex- 
changes -adversely, because the export of 
gold is no longer free. Moreover, it will 
tend to lower prices all round. The 
present “sensational’’ fall in prices, 
welcome though it be to the harassed 
consumer, is not economically sound. It 
has not come about through the normal 
overtaking of demand by supply, but 
rather by the compulsory discharge of. un- 
tenable stocks on the market. Its panic- 
like nature has been produetive of more 
harm than good, because prospective in- 
vestors in commercial concerns do not 
know where the present avalanche of prices 
will end.

KILKENNY BAKER’S DEATH.

Our Kilkenny Oorrespondent states that 
Sunday afternoon Michael Lynch, a baker, 
residing in Walkin street, Kilkenny, died in 
hospital from the effects, it is 
of a beating he received on 
Saturday night. Details of the occurrence 
are conflicting. The deceased man, in com- 
pany with a friend, was proceeding home at 
a late hour when few, if any, persons were 
about. At the City Hall in High street they 
met two other civilians, who, it 1s stated, were 
singing. An altercation ensued, in the course 
of which Lynch and his friend received a 
rough handling, Lynch being the more seriously 
injured. He was subsequently taken into the 
fire station, where he remained until 11 o’clock 
a.m.on Sunday. He was attended by a priest and 
a doctor and removed to hospital. He succumbed 
a few hours later without having regained con- 
sciousmess. It is only right to add that, so far 
as can be gleaned from the meagre details so far 
available, the oceurrence had no connection with 
anything of a political nature.

Six,+In recent letters in your columns Mr. J. 
Whiteside Dane, D.L., Mr. John Garvey 
D.L., have both urged the claims of the Central 
Bmergency Fund on the attention of numbers 
of your readers. Mr. Garvey has crystalised 
the matter by stating that “ every man, woman, 
and young person should contribute so as to en- 
able the minimum sti to be made up.” 
While thoroughly agreeing with this statement 
I venture, as an ordinary layman, to suggest 
that our present system of raising the money 
by voluntary subscriptions is unsatisfactory and 
not likely to be completely successful, for the 
simple reason that the et me a is not 
fixed definitely on the individual. Indeed, the 
voluntary or optional system of providing funds 
appears to be failing generally. To finance a 
big institution like the Church of Ireland a 
more business-like method than voluntary sub- 
IE me woul appear desirable. 
ere may be no good excuse for anyone not 
contributing something to the different funds, 
but there are severai reasons which could be 
given why many fail to do so adequately. The 
appeals of Jate have been more perticularly ad- 
dressed, perhaps, to the farmers in the flock, 
and it is regarding the support of the country 
parishes that mgst anxiety appears to be felt. 
As one 'of those farmers, and with a wide 
acquaintance among them, I dg not think that 
much anxiety need be entertal on that score 
if the matter is thoroughly tagmled. The chief 
oint to keep in view is that thy farmer has a 
usiness mind. The district council does not 
provide for the poor, for example, by means of 
a volemigey rate. The various societies of which 
he may @ a member, such es the agricultural 
or farming society, long ago had to abandon 
the voluntary subscription and resort to a fixed 
system of assessment, If the Synod would at 
once authorise a scheme embodying the prin- 
ciple of fixed annual subscriptions, and send it 
out officially and as an instruction to every 
parish, it would, I am convinced, achieve suc- 
cess, and the necessity for appeals would dis- 
appear. The adequate support of a minister of 
religion is a duty of the sense of which few 
Irishmen are bereft.. 

To place the annual assesament for every 
perish on a business footing a ms of .the 
parishioners should be convened, At the meet- 
ing—say, that of the annual vestry—the amount 
of money required to meet the year’s expendi- 
ture should Se ascertained and announced. A 
representative committee would then EC me a 
list comprising all the parishioners deemed 
liable to assessment. A convenient method 
would be by means of the Poor Law valuation 
of their holdings or houses. In possession of 
such a list, the next step would be to strike a 
rate—call it what you will—that would bring in 
the required amount. It would then be neces- 
sary to wait on each and every ona liable, to 
get their consent for the payment, say at 
Hollandtide, of their apportioned minimum sub- 
scription. A treasurer would need to be ap- 
pointed to see to the collection of the subscrip- 
tions. The system would need to be somewhat 
elastic, eo as to include those who are neither 
householders nor Jandholders. ee ae 

The great defect of the voluntary subscription 
method ie that the generous ere habitually 
relied on. It is also Fo to a very real difh. 
culty that presents itself to the person of limited 
means—the knowing what amount exactly is 
adequate and just. This is overcome by a pro 
rata method, and, furthermore, the feeling that 
all are yoked equally would tend to strengthen 
a bond that seems specially desirable in such 
matters. 

I recognise, of course, that the support of the 
ministry since Disestablishment has. been a 
voluntary matter entirely.

Tus Puaxers.—Mercury will be too near the 
Sun for successful observation during January 
He is in Superior Conjunction on the 12th, and 
after that an Evening Star, coming to a fayour- 
able position for Northern observers early in 
*February. Venus is now a conspicuous object 
in the evening sky, setting at 7.45 pm. on the 
1st, and not till 9 p.m. on the 3ist. 

Mars seta at 8 p.m. on the let, and 8.10 p.m. 
on the 31st. He is rapidly advancing North- 
wards, so that although his angular distance 
from the Sun decreases day by day, yet his 
ain in declination more than counter-balances 
is in noe from the Bun. us he 
actually remains longer above the horizon after 
sunset on the 3let than on the Ist. With 
Venus the case is different. She is increasing 
both her declination and distance from the 
Sun, and therefore her period of visibility each 
evening increases with great strides.
